Applicant argues that an angled receiving surface enables labels to reach a target without flipping or rolling; however Applicant's 
specification states that the receiving surface can be flat or angled and only states that an angled surface better allows labels to break 
away from the liner or better retains a label during label applicator movement. Snyder is not limited to a press applicator but discloses that 
the applicator may be a conventional vacuum blow applicator (col. 5, lines 63-67). The suggestion that the label receiving face of the 
applicator of Snyder may be other than flat is suggested by Allen and Yamaguchi and is relevant whether air or pressing device is used to 
apply the label from the receiving surface. 
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
